END. 

The New York American vaya :—Tho 
ehict oficer, My Spicer, and the third 
officer, Mr Cuming, of the steamship '8t. 
Andrew,” belonging to the Phovnix Ling, or 
their arrival hera on Aug. 10, swore offida- 
vits lo the effect that while off Land's End, 
outward bound, they and » wealthy cattle- 
man named Peter Hopley, who was stand- 
ing with thom, distinctly saw a sea serpent. 
It was of enormous size, and about eigh- 
icen feet of its body was reared out of tho 
waler. The jaws were armed with great 
filiko tooth, and the body would probably 
be about 6ft. in circumference. For a 
sainuto it remained in full vidw, and thon 
it. plunged under the waves and was seen 
ne more, 


FINANCE OF INDO-OCHINA. 

Last year, uftor a prosperous interval of 
sume duration, the budget of Fronch Indo- 
Chins showed a deficit of some hundred 
thousand pounds ; nnd this year, owing to 
w furthershrinkage of rovenue, the margin 
of Joss in atill greater—in fact, it is double 
that of last year, It is held (says the 
Paris corrgspondent of the Standard) that 
the doficit is due to extraordinary causes: 
Lo the etfvets of the torrible typhoon which 
visited the couniry in 1904, and the great 
floods which followed in 1005, Certainly, 
thosy disusters were lurgely responsible for 
the present unsatisfactory financial position, 
but if one lovks at the revenue return from, 
1899, ont sees that other causes oxist, and 
that prosperity was on the decline for 
several years befare the great floods, The 
year 1890 showed 1 comfortable surplus ; 
1900 and 1901 useful credit balances ; in 
1992 thoro was a small doficit ; and in 1903 
ends were only joined by an offort. *
